TOWARD AGREEMENT 
WITH “FIRST. GHIEF” 


scott-Obregon Negotiations 
at El Paso Halted Until 
Obregon Hears From Gen.

OBREGON STILL URGES 
WITHDRAWAL OF TROOPS 


But Scott and Funston Are 
Unalterably Opposed. 
Meanwhile More Ameri¢an 
Troops Are En Route to 
the Border. 


Kl Paso, Texas, May 10.—Negotia- 
tions over American troop dispositions 
in Mexico made no progress today. 
General Obregon awaited word from 
General Carranza as to the course he 


is now to pursue and when instruc- | 


tions did mot come, a_ conference 
which had been proposed for this 
morning was postponed until tomor- 


row. 

Failing in their efforts to have a 
definite date of withdrawal set, it was 
reported tonight that the Mexican gov- 
ernment may next try to have part of 
the American troops taken out at 
once, leaving the remainder to co- 
operate with the forces of the de facto 
government in the pursuit of Vila 
‘groups. 

Object to Size of Force. 

The report, which could not be con- 
firmed, had it that the Mexicans be- 
lieve the size of General Pershing’s 
army is out of all proportions to its 
mission—the extermination of a few 
hundred bandits—and that a much 
smaller force would answer the pur- 
pose. A partial withdrawal, it is 
argued, would have a good political 
influence in Mexico. 

If this plan were rejected, it was 
indicated tonight, the Mexicans were 
likely to decide further attempts to 
alter the position of the United States 
useless and it was believed they would 
then agree to the proposals of the 
American government. 

“In an authoritative quarter tonight 
the belief was expressed that tomor- 
row’s meeting ‘would be the last of the 
conferences and that General Obregon 
would indorse the tentative agreement 
with perhaps a few minor changes. 

Asked whether tomorrow’s meeting 
would be final, General Obregon said: 

“T do not know; there might be other 
meetings.” 

How the Situation Stands. 

Int wkew proposals, the 
situation now stands as follows: 

Generals Scott and Funston are un- 
alterably opposed to any agreement 
which sets a date for American with- 
drawal from Mexico. 

However, the American conferees are 
listening to all proposals the Mexican 
minister of war may make while wait- 
ing for him to realize that the inten- 
tions of the .American government in 
Mexico are immovable, 

In the meantime General Obregon’s 
proposal for a joint troop patrol of 
the border is not given serious con- 
sideration, although it was reported 
to Washington. 

The American conferees, it is said, 
doubt if the de facto government can 
inuster sufficient forces to form a 
patrol of the sort outlined and at the 
same time carry on its campaign 
against the Zapata and Villa forces. 

At yesterday’s conference General 
Scott requested General Obregon to put 
in writing his view of the action that 
has been taken in the present dilemma. 
Last night until a very late hour the 
Mexican conferee was in telegraphic 
communication with the first chief. 
This interchange was resumed this 
morning and continued throughout the 
day. It is believed that the result of 
this wire conversation will ‘be the writ- 
ten proposals requested by General 


- Scott. 


Easing of the Tension. 


While the situation is still regarded 
as serious here, one circumstance points 
to an easing of the tension. Altnough 
General Fuston is urgently needed at 
Furt Sam Houston, San Axtonio, to di- 
rect the mobilization and disposition of 
the additional troops ordered to the 
border, General Scott advised that he 
remain here to take part in the confer- 
ence, It was pointed out that the 
American chief of staff hardly would 
keep his fellow conferees away from 
his headquarters if the situation im- 
peratively demanded any important mil- 
itary preparations. 

In the meantime, however, the Amer- 
ican military chiefs are understood to 
have taken additional st¢ps to guard 
against eventualities. General Per- 
shing is said to have redeived orders 
to materially lessen his line of commu- 
nication to draw in all stattered de- 
tachments.

NO STRINGS TED 
10 GERMAN NOTE 


Berlin So Admits in Ac- 
knowledging Receipt of 
American Reply — Subma- 
rine Controversy Consider- 
ed Settled. 


Berlin. May 10.—(Via London.)—The 
American raply to the German note was 
delivered by Ambassador Gerard to the 
foreign office at 1 o'clock this after- 
noon. 

With the presentation of the note the 
German-American submarine  contro- 
versy here is regarded as settled and 
negotiations so far as they concern 
the past are virtually closed. 

Germany holds that its orders to 
submarine commanders were issued 
without strings or conditions and that, 
therefore, there is little occasion for 
further discussion. 

The text of the American answer is 
before the public, having been printed 
in the morning newspapers here, it 
having been received in a British news 
agency. dispatch. 

No Conditions Attached. 

Commenting on the statement in the 


document, that the United States could 


not accept any conditions affecting the }

protection of the lives of Americans, 
The Lokal Anzeiger says that President 
Wilson is @emolishing a man of straw 
with his statement. 

“The German note,” says the news- 
paper, “contains no such conditions. It 
merely expresses an ‘expectation,’ and 
‘does not doubt’ that after the German- 
American dispute is settled the Amer- 
ican government will hold Great Brit- 
ain to the observance of its duties un- 
der international law.” 

In The Tages Zeitung, Count von 
Reventlow expresses by implication the 
hopes that Germany’s “expectation” 
really amounted to a condition.

Both The Lokal Anzeiger and The 
Zeitung Am Mittag regard the note as 
acceptable to.Germanv. 

The Zeitung Am Mittag says the 
German-American crisis, with its dan- 
ger of a rupture, now is a thing of 
the past. The paper is not altogether 
pleased with the manner of expression, 
but says that that is unimportant. 

“The main thing,” it adds, “is that 
the relations of the two countries con- 
tinue the great disappointment of all 
Germany's enemies, who will doubtless 
now try to interpret the answer as 
hinting that a rupture is only tem- 
porarily postponed, The American note, 
however, does not indicate that the 
United States understood Germany's 
‘expectations’ in the light of ‘cpndi- 
tions’ and the reference thereto in the 
American answer is made merely for 
the sake of clearness.

13 NEGROES CREMATED 
N “MOVIE” THEATER 


Over 25 Others Seriously In- 
jured When Gasoline Tank 
Exploded. 


Norfolk, Va., May 10.—At least thir- 
teen negroes were burned 
while from twenty-five to thirty others 
were more or less seriously hurt 
night in a fire which destroyed a frame 
hall in which moving pictures were 
being shown at Wallacetown, a hamlet 
on the Dismal swamp canal, 12 miles 
from Norfolk. The fire resulted from 
the explosion of a gasoline tank which 
supplied the lights, and it caused a 
panic among the spectators.

TEXT OF NOTE 
SENT BY GERMANY. 


The text follows: 

‘Supplementing his note of the 4th 
instant concerning the conduct of the 
German submarine warfare, the un- 
dersigned has the honor to inform his 
excellency, the American ambassador, 
Mr. James W- Gerard, that the further 
investigation made by the German na- 
val authorities concerned, in regard to 
the French steamship Sussex, on the 
basis of the American material, has 
been concluded in the meantime. In 
conformity with the result of this in- 
vestigation the assumption expressed 
in the note of the undersigned of the 
10th ultimo, that the damage of the 
Sussex was to be traced back to a 
cause other than the attack of a Ger- 
man submarine, cannot be maintained. 

“Such an assumption had to be ar- 
rived at with certainty from the ma- 
terial in the possession of the German 
government for itself, and without fur- 
ther knowledge of the circumstances 
connected with the torpedoing of the 
Sussex, the more so as apart from the 
points enumerated in the note of the 
10th ultimo, the following facts had 
come to the attention of the admiralty 
staff of the navy through reliable in- 
formation; March 24, 1916, approximate- 
ly at the same time as tne Sussex, an 
auxiliary warship, left the port of 
Folkstone with a large transport of 
British infantry on board; on the same 
day a transport steamer was torpe- 
doed in the channel; a few minutes pre- 
ceding the explosion on the Sussex she 
had passed through a mass of ship 
wreckage, which created the impression 
that a ship had sunk at that spot 
shortly before. All these facts justi- 
fied the conclusion that the only case 
of torpedoing which could be consid- 
ered under the circumstances, had 
struck the British war vessel, whereas 
the Sussex had met with an accident 
in some other way.

As was intimated by the undersigned 
in the note of the fourth instant the 
German government does not hesitate 
to draw from this resultant conse- 
quences.

BRAZIL MOVES 
ON GERMANY. 


Rio Janeiro, May 10—The German 
minister, replying to the note of the 
Brazilian government in regard to the 
sinking of the Brazilian steamship Rio 
Branco by a German submarine, in- 
formed the chancellory today that his 
government would undoubtedly receive 
willingly any communication on the 
subject addressed to it by Brazil. The 
minister also expressed his gratifica- 
tion that the crew of the Rio Bran- 
co had been saved. As soon as the of- 
ficial inquiry into the sinking of the 
ship is concluded a demand for indem- 
nity will be presented to Berlin. 


The Rio Branco was sunk on May 2, 
and her crew landed at Blyth, England. 
The sinking of the ship caused great 
indignation in Brazil, and the newspa- 
pers were unanimous in demanding en- 
ergetic action by the government. It 
was proposed that Brazil should join 
with the United States in a protest 
against German submarine warfare.

$1,162. The number of German cas- 
walties since the beginning of the war 
is given as 2,822,079.

“German casualties, exclusive of cor- 
rections, were reported during the 
month of April, 1916, as follows: Kill- 
ed or died of wounds, 17,455; died of 
sickness, 2,395; prisoners, 1,921; miss- 
ing, 6,217; severely wounded, 14,557; 
wounded, 4,001; slightly wounded, 38,- 
979; wounded remaining with units, 
6,637. Total, 91,162. 

“These, added to those reported in 
previous months, including corrections 
reported in April, 1916, bring the totals 


repotted in German official lists since 
the beginning of the war to: Kille 
or died of wounds, 664,552; died of 
sickness, 41,325; prisoners, 137,798; 
missing, 197,094; severely wounded, 
285,515; wounded; 254,267; slightly 
wounded, 1,023,212; wounded remaining 
with units, 117,956. Total, 2,822,079. 
“These figures include all German 
nationalities — Prussians, Bavarians, 
Saxons and Wurttembergers. They do 
not include naval or colonial troops.

Berlin, May 10.—(By Wireless to Say- 
ville.)\—The Germans have made fur- 
ther progress on Hill 304 on the Ver- 
dun front and have driven back French 
detachments sent east of the hill, the 
war office statement of today says:

GERMANS DEPEND 
ON HEAVY GUNS. 


Berlin, May 10.—(By Wireless to 
Sayville.)—“The Germa® attack on 
Verdun is based on the crushing effect 
of German heavy artillery,” writes 
Major Moraht, military critic of the 
Tageblatt. “The capture of the smaller 
fortresses in the west at the begin- 
ning of the war by the use of heavy 
artillery was only a prelude to the 
artillery operations now in progress. 
“The French have not been able to 
compete with German artillery and 
ammunition. The enormous losses of 
the French are due partly to the effect 
of the German artillery and partly to 
the tenacity of the French who will 
not abandon their trenches. 
“Although it is generaily considered 
that attacking forces must be four 
times superior to those of the defense, 
in the Verdun campaign the number of 
German troops engaged is much less 
than half that of tae French. The

number of French troops may be cal- 
culated at not less than 800,000. This 
figure represents half of the entire 
forces which France still has at her 
disposal for active fighting. 

“All the German successes on the 
eastern and western fronts were gain- 
ed with numerieally inferior forces. 
Moreover, the Austro-Hungarian 
troops for a year have been holding 
back twice their number of the enemy. 
The principal elements in victory— 
quality of troops and courage—are 
steadily working to our advantage.” 


GAINS REPORTED 
BY THE TURKS. 


Constantinople, May 10.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—The war office today issued the 
following statement: 

“Irak front: There is no change in 
the situation. 

“Caucasus front: In local engage- 
ments on the right wing and in the 
center we made a number of prison- 
ers and captured booty. In the center 
an attack by an enemy company was 
beaten back with great enemy losses. 

“In the Bitlis sector there is no 
change. 

“Owing to a surprise attack which 
we executed in the sector of Kirvaz, 
about 40 kilometers northwest of 
Mush, against an enemy detachment, 
the enemy was thrown back in the di- 
rection of Kirvaz, losing fifty men and 
leaving some booty in our hands. 

“In the center the forces of two com- 
panies which were observed on Mt, 
Bathi, 5 kilometres northeast of Mt. 
Kope, were obliged to retreat after 
suffering heavy losses. We made a 
number of prisoners. 

“On the left wing the enemy is en- 
gaged in different sectors in the vicini- 
ty of the coast in building fortifica- 
tions. 

“As a reprisal against the Russian 
fleet, which bombards open towns and 
villages on the Anatolian coast and 
destroys harmless salling vessels and 
fishing boats, we destroyed, between 
Eupatora and Sebastopol, a ship of 
= tons and a number of sailing ves- 
sels. 

“An enemy guardship which appear- 
ed west of Kouche Ada, in Smyrna wa- 
ters, was taken under fire by our ar- 
tillery. One shell was observed to 
have exploded on board the ship, de- 
stroying the commander's bridge.

NAVAL BATTLE 
OFF BELGIAN COAST. 


Berlin, May 10.—(By Wireless to 
Sayville.)—In an engagement off the 
Belgian coast on Monday between 
German and British torpedo craft a 
British destroyer was badly damaged 
by artillery fire, according to official 
announcement by the German adiniral- 
ty under date of May 9 

“Two German torpedo boats,” says 
the official statement, “while recon- 
noitering on the morning of May 8, 
had a brief engagement north of Os- 
tend with five British torpedo boat de- 
stroyers. One destroyer was badly 
damaged by artillery fire. The Ger- 
man torpedo boats returned to port un- 
damaged.” 


London, May 10.—A British official 
statement, issued this evening, quotes 
the German official claim that a Brit- 
ish destroyed was badly damaged in 
a brief artillery engagement between 
five British destroyers and two German 
torpedo boats on May 8. The British 
admiralty denies the German claim. It 
says that a few shots were exchanged 
between the torpedo craft and that the 
Germans then retruned to their harbor. 


LIVELY FIGHTING 


ON BALKAN FRONT. 


Paris, May 10.—An Athens dispatch 
to the Havana News agency says there 
was a lively fusillade during the day at 
three points on the Doiran-Gievgeli 
sector. The Germans, after bombard- 
ing Mayada, succeeded in occupying 
the village, but were forced to evacu- 
ate following a French counter attack. 

The Germans, the dispatch adds, are 
placing numerous 17-inch guns along 
the front.

There is no official 
information tending to support this 
view, although intimations of friction 
between Carranza and his war minister 
have been published frequently. 

It is not believed here that political 
manipulation of this sort, if it does 
exist, will be prolonged to the point 
of causing a break with the United 
States. <A feeling of optimism as to 
the final result of the conference is 
based largely upon this view and also 
upon the fact that General Scott has 
given no indication that he thought 
an agreement could not be reached. 
Secretary Baker said the delay prob- 
ably was due to the difficulty of re- 
viewing incidental points in finding 
a common ground on which the con- 
ferees could agree. 

Troops Moving to Border. 

Meanwhile, some of the additional 
troops ordered to the border yesterday 
were presumed to be en route tonight. 
The war department has received no 
direct reports from the various regu- 
lar commanders, although many rou- 
tine messages dealing with the move- 
ments came today. Mobilization of the 
Arizona, New Mexico and Texas Na- 
tional guard was proceeding under 
state authority until the forces could 
be formally mustered into the federal] 
service and placed under direct com- 
mand of General Funston. 

Probably 8,000 additional regulars for 
border work could be drawn from the 
coast artillery posts should the need 
arise. There were 13,000 men of the 
corps in continental United States at 
the time of the last official report. 
Secretary Baker said late today he 
was not at present considering sending 
more artillerymen and had not sought 
information as to how many more could 
be sent, 

If the situation warrants, national] 
guards of other states will be called out 
for border patrol duty, officials declar- 
ed. Secretary Baker stated, however, 
that no further mobilization orders are 
contemplated immediately. 

Unofficial reports were received that 
Mexicans along the entire border had 
planned for today a concerted upris- 
ing. From Mazatlan on the west coast 
of Mexico came word that the consul 
there had been warned by anonymous 
letters that the consulate would be 
blown up. All Americans were urged 
to leave Mexico within 48 hours. These 
reports increased anxiety over the sit- 
uation among Officials today. 

Unofficial estimates placed the num- 
ber of troops now on Mexican duty or 
under mobilization at about 45,000.

Miss Catchings’ will was executed by 
Attorney A: Bancker, of Atlanta, in 
1906. The news of the bequests to 
the Methodist church and the Home 
for the Friendless was received in At- 
lanta with great surprise. 

The will bequeaths Oak View, Miss

Catchings’ plantation in Quitman coun- 
y, to Warren S. Cooper, her overseer 
and manager for thirty years, to be held 
by him as a life legacy and to become 
the property of the South Georgia con- 
ference of the Methodist Episcopal 
church upon his death. Oak View con- 
sists of about 1,600 acres of fertile farm 
lands, valued at $25,000. 

Miss Catchings left 1,720 acres in 
Clay county, Georgia, known as “The 
Riverside Place,” and 85 acres in Clay 
county known as the residence place 
of the Burney plantation. These lands 
are valued at about $15,000. 

From the income on this property the 
Home for the Friendless is to pay a 
legacy of $2,000 to H. C. Coleman, a 
nephew of the deceased, but the bulk 
of the estate, with all its live stock, 
Wagons and personalties, money, notes 
and accounts due by tenants, goes to 
the Atlanta home.

A BUNGLING EFFORT 
AT MISREPRESENTATION. 
The very worst form of hypocrisy is that 
which shields itself under the guise ot 


studied misrepresentation. 
The Atlanta Georgian of yesterday un- 


der the heading “A Contemporary Sees 


Light” publishes an editorial, the sole and 
clear purpose of which is to misrepresent 


The Constitution by intimating that its 


editorial protest of last Sunday against the 
sale of the W. & A. railroad is inconsistent 


with its attitude as expressed in an ed- 
itorial of March 16—which editorial The 


Georgian reproduces as it admits only “in 
part”—without being fair enough either to 
The Constitution or to the public to repro- 
duce the very parts of the editorial which 
would have exposed the miserable hypoc- 
risy of the effort to misrepresent The Con- 


stitution. 
In other words, it deliberately eliminated 


from the editorial every expression indi- 
cating The Constitution’s position and used 
only such garbled extracts as suited its 
purpose to deceive the public. 

Introducing its editorial The Georgian 


Bays: 


The emerging of our esteemed con- 
temporary, The Constitution, from a state 
of wavering doubt and painful misgiving 
as to whether the Western and Atlantic 
railroad should be sold—expressed more 
in sorrow than in anger in an editorial 
some few weeks ago, herewith reprinted 
in part—has been a matter of profound 
satisfaction and gratification to The 
Georgian. 

In March, The Constitution was quite 
SURE that the movement to sell the 
Western and Atlantic was formidable 
and entirely worthy of the public’s most 
respectful and serious consideration. At 
the time, a number of newspapers through- 
out the state, led by The Macon Tele- 
graph, were clamoring, loud and long, for 
the sale of the property. Nobody was 
saying anything much on the other side 
—whereupon the always” circumspect 
Constitution ventured forth upon the ice, 
even though it might be thin, to this 
extent. (Here The Constitution’s edito- 
rial is reproduced only in part.) 


The Constitution’s editorial of March 16 
was headed “Let the Candidates Speak!”— 
on the sale of the state road, then being 
advocated by The Macon Telegraph and 


other papers. 
Impressed with the fact that no other 


Georgia newspaper was protesting against 
the suggested sale of the state’s property, 
and that up to that time no candidate for 
governor had spoken against it, we pointed 
to the fact that both The Macon Telegraph 
and The Albany Herald were advocating 
the sale of the road, saying: 


The Americus Times-Recorder takes 
similar position. Referring to the re- 
cently enacted resolutions of the Mapbi- 
etta Chamber of Commerce, The Times- 
Recorder’ reiterates its formerly ex- 
pressed view that the state road should 
be sold. It points out that “Governor 
Harris has not come out flat-footed for 
the sale of the road, but puts the people 
on notice that it is a matter for careful 
and thoughtful consideration.” The 
Times-Recorder suggests that Governor 
Harris has a magnificent opportunity to 
formulate some definite policy with ref- 
erence to the Western and Atlantic which 
will be for the best interests of the state, 
and to urge its enactment by the legis- 
lature. 

So far as The Constitution is con- 
eerned, we are not prepared to say off- 
hand at this time that the state road 
should be sold. WE ARE INCLINED TO 
BELIEVE TO THE CONTRARY. WE BE 
LIEVE THE STATE WOULD BE IN- 
FINITELY BETTER OFF UNDER A 
GOOD LEASE SATISFACTORILY SAFE- 
GUARDED AND YIELDING A RETURN 
COMMENSURATE WITH THE VALUE 
OF THE PROPERTY. 

Recognizing the present trend of public 
sentiment as illustrated both in newspa- 
per expression and general view, it is a 
remarakble fact that with the future of 
a state property worth approximately 
$20,000,000 directly at stake, NOT A SIN- 
GLE CANDIDATE FOR GOVERNOR 
HAS COME FORWARD WITH ANY 
DEFINITE STATEMENT ON THE 
SUBJECT. There is no candidate who 
has as yet pronounced outright either for 
the sale or for the lease of the property. 

The people of Georgia are clearly en- 
titled to know whether the candidates 
stand for the sale of the property or 
e<ainst it. We should have a full and 


free argument on both sides, and not see 
this great property sacrificed or the in- 
terests of e state in it endangered be- 
cause the candidates are afraid to speak 
out. 
Here is something well worth while 
being made an issue in the campaign. 
Let the candidates for governor, present 
and prospective, come out flat-footed and 
tell the people exactly what they think 
should be done with this property. 

As to the question of the use of the 
proceeds, should the rdédad be sold, the 
state constitution fixes that, up to a cer- 
tain point—as is shown ina communica- 
tion which The Constitution publishes 
today from Dr. Royall J. Miller. But 
one-third of the purchase price would 
cover the state’s indebtedness, and leave 
a surplus of $10,000,000 to $12,000,000, in 
addition to present state income now de- 
voted to sinking fund and bond interest, 
to be used for schools or such other pur- 
pose as the legislature might see fit to 
devote it ; 

Again, we call upon the candidates for 
governor to come out of the woods and 
say just where they stand. Let strad- 
dling give way to leadership. 

What is best to be done with the state 
road? What do the candidates favor? 
What would they do with it? What 
would they advise the people to do with 
it? What is best that the state should 
do with it? 

Give us Light! Light! Light! 

Get out from the tall timbers! 


This was published long before The 
Georgian. or any other newspaper had 
mentioned the subject—but long after The 
Constit™on, consistently and persistently 
opposing the sale of the state road, had 
taken the position that the people of Georgia 
would never authorize its sale. Neverthe- 
less, every word in the above editorial in 


| black type, large or small, was eliminated 


by The Georgian in reproducing it. 

As apparent, the sole object of The 
Constitution’s editorial was to force the 
candidates for governor to speak out on the 
subject, so that if any one of them did favor 
the sale of the state road the people would 
not be called upon to vote for him in the 
dark. 

We do not know who is now engaged 
in the business of directing Mr. Hearst’s 
Georgia political activities—-THOUGH WE 
HAVE A VERY KEEN SUSPICION TO 
WHICH IT MAY BE NECESSARY FOR US 
TO GIVE EXPRESSION LATER—but we 
do know that any further misrepresentation 
of The Constitution will be handled as it 
deserves to be, even if it takes some very 


plain talking to make ourselves clear. 


INCREASE THE FORCL. 

The board of police commissioners are 
to be congratulated upon -their decision to 
make at least a meager increase of ten 
additional men to the force when at least 
fifty men are necessary. 

It is to be hoped that the police com- 
mission will stand firmly by the position it 
has taken, for an increase in the force is 
the only possible way by which the de- 
partment will be enabled to handle the city 
petty thievery problem. 

Atlanta is suffering from perhaps more 
petty thievery than at any time within the 
city’s existence. Not a day passes but some 
one or more complaints reach The Consti- 
tution with reference to thefts of this class. 
In principle they are the same regardless 
of the amount involved; in the aggregate 
they are something tremendous. 

There is only one conclusion to be 
reached: The people of Atlanta who are 
paying well for protection are not get- 
ting it. 

In the light of the city’s niggardly policy 
with its police the department cannot be 
held responsible unless it is given an ade- 
quate force. 

The department is doirg all within its 
power to suppress and punish these thefts, 
but it is evident that the force is not suffi- 
ciently strong or adequately equipped to 
deal with the problem. 

It is the height of folly under circum- 
stances such as these for the city to refuse 
to add to the department sufficiently to 
cope with this situation. 

The persistent robbery of vacant houses 
of their plumbing and fixtures was bad 
enough, but we are referring now rather to 
the operations of petty burglars and sneak 


thieves who have become bolder and more: 


numerous with the apparent immunity they 
enjoy. 

The sentiment of the city is overwhelm- 
ingly back of the commission in its com- 
mendable effort to increase the force to a 
basis of efficiency. 


FAITH IN GREATER GUNS. 


All German predictions of another march 
to Paris by “a drive through” are met by 
Verdun’s stoutly defended word, “You shall 
not pass!” 

But greater guns are being made in Ger- 
many to dispute that word with the French 
defenders, “and,” say the Germans, “if we 
pass, goodby England!” . 

When the greater guns are ready for 
business, the German idea is that there will 
be “a clean sweep from the coast of 
France.” They’ll make the great invasion of 
England easy. .The British fleet will count 
for little—the German guns will shatter 
coast defenses to nothing! 

While England lacks the large optimism 
of France, she is taking greater steps than 
ever to make good that challenge of “They 
shall not pass.” The London Observer is 
one paper that comprehends the danger 


' from every standpoint, and it is doing great 


work for stronger sea and air defense. 

In the meantime, German confidence in 
the accomplishment of the greater guns can 
not be shaken. They are to cover and 
make possible “the great invasion.”

MAYOR WOODWARD 
STATES HIS POSITION 
ON GARBAGE PLANT 


Mayor Woodward remains firm in his po- 
sition on the matter of the crematory set- 
tlement. He said yesterday: “I will never 
admit that the plant of the Destructor com- 
pany has ever come ur to the specifications, 
ever will or ever can be made to meet them. 

“I will never agree to any consent judg- 
ment against the city. Also 1 will not agree 
to any settlement of the case unless council 
makes arrangement for the payment of the 
full amount and this must be done during 
my own term of office and not after I go ont. 

“The proposition of the company to allow 
the collection of the judgment to go over 
until next year places the city in just as bad 
a position as if arrangements were made to 
meet the entire debt this year. 

Sheet Is Overdrawn. 

“The apportionment sheet ig already far 
overdrawn and the financial condition of the 
city at the beginning of next year will be 
no ‘better than it is at present. Council will 
be forced to let most proposed projects go 
to make up enough money to meet the crem- 
atory settlement of $190,000. 

“Personally I think the case should be ap- 
pealed to the higher court. If council wants 
to make terms with the company and settle 
for the plant, I am perfectly willing to agree 
to any arangement they may make provided 
it comes under the terms of a complete and 
final settlement this year and before I go 
out of office. I don’t want to leave office 
with this debt behind me for the coming ex- 
ecutive to handle. 

It is generally believed that council will 
vote to override the veto of Mayor Wood- 
ward on the resolution for a consent judg- 
ment when the matter comes up for consider- 
ation on Monday. In the meantime, the 
finance committee is to hold a called meet- 
ing Saturday morning for the purposes of 
considering ways and means of raising the 
fund. 

Favors a Settlement. 

Councilman A. W. Farlinger, vice chair- 
man of the finance committee, said Wednes- 
day: “I am in favor of a settlement of the 
matter if a way can be found. I will be 
present at the meeting Saturday.” 

Councilman Sam N. Freeman said Wednes- 
day: “If I continue in my present frame of 
mind, I will vote to override the mavor’s 
veto Monday. The company has made a good 
proposition to the city and I think the mat- 
ter should be settled. The city needs the 
crematory during the coming hot months. 
It seems to me the suggestion of the com- 
pany to allow the enire sum to go over till 
next year is a good one.” 

Councilman Ed Mincey said: “I am in 
favor of a settlement of the case at once but 
I don’t want to take any money from im- 
provements. If a way can be found [ want 
the matter wound up for good.” 

Alderman Albert Thomson said: “I don't 
know how I will vote Monday. May vote for 
the veto and may vote against it. Have not 
determined my position.”

Dixie Directors Will Be Urged 
To Adopt the Old Capitol Route 
From Atlanta to Milledgeville 


By Ned McIntosh. 

Stone Mountain, Ga., May 10.—(Special)— 
At an enthusiastic meeting of the Dixie 
Highway association of the Old Capitol route, 
held here today, a first-class, all-the-year 
highway was pledged from Atlanta to Mil- 
ledgeville, and the machinery was created 
for laying before the National Dixie High- 
way association a request that the association 
adopt the Old Capitol route from Atlanta 
to Milledgeville as an extension of the east- 
ern division of the Dixie highway, which now 
follows the Old Capitol route by way of Mil- 
ledzgeville, Louisville and Savannah to Jack- 
sonville. 

The assurance given by the various coun- 
ties through which the proposed new divi- 
sion of the Dixie highway would run leaves 
not the slightest doubt but that a splendid 
highway will be constructed at once. Work 
is already in progress upon certain portions 
of the route. 

At this meeting plans were also made to 
work up a general and Strong public inter- 
est in the enterprise all along the route, and 
to this end resolutions were adopted calling 
upon public-spirited citizens along the route 
lo take an active interest in the work, and 
B. W. Hunt. of Eatonton. president of the as- 
sociation, was instructed to open negotiations 
with the engineering department of the state 
university to have a profile of the entire route 
made at once for working purposes and to 
be placed on exhibit in very courthouse along 
the route.

Enthusiastic Attendance. 


There was a large and enthusiastic at- 
tendance upon the meeting. A hundred or 
more people came from Eatonton, Madison, 
Covington, Decatur and other points along 
the line in automobiles. Some of the road 
enthusiasts, among them J. R. Tweedy and 
J. R. Griffin, of Eatonton, went to Atlanta aft- 
er the meeting. 

The meeting was called to order at 2 
o'clock in the afternoon tn the auditorium 
of the Stone Mountain public school build- 
ing, by President B. W. Hunt, of the asso- 
ciation. 

J. F. McCurdy, president of the Stone 
Mountain board of trade, extended to the 
representatives of the various counties a 
welcome on the part of the citizens of Stone 
Mountain and DeKalb county. 

President Hunt called upon representatives 
of the counties through which the highway 
will pass to outline the attitude of their re- 
spective counties. 

Robert Freeman, commissioner of roads 
and revenues for DeKalb county, spoke for 
his county, stating that DeKalb will stand 
back of this movement and will do everything 
possible to have this route designated as a 
part of the Dixie highway. He guaranteed 
that DeKalb county will build a. first-class 
highway from Fulton county to the Rockdale 
county line. 

A. J. Whittaker, of Rockdale county, stat- 
ed that Rockdale has been responsible for 
many big progressive movements in Geor- 
gia, and that Rockdale will allow no county 
on the whole route to do more than she will 
towards making the movement for the Dixie 
highway a success. 

Improve Newton Link. 


J. B. Phillips, of Newton county, stated 
that plans are already on foot for the im- 
provement of the Newton county link of the 
propsed highway and that Newton is anx- 
jous to have the route designated as a 
part of the Dixie highway and will co-operate 
fully to that end. 

P. M. Atkinson, of Morgan county, president 
of the Madison board of trade, read a tele- 
gram from W. P. Bearden, thairman of the 
Morgan county commissioners. The telegram 
read as follows: 

“Madison, Ga., May 10, 1916.—Paui M. 
Atkinson, Stone Mountain, Ga.: The peo- 
ple of Morgan county and Madison want 
the highway.

President Hunt introduced H 
nette, representing Putnam county. 

Mr. DeJarnette told of the splendid road

Prefacing his remarks with the statement 
that “a good road is like a good character 
it’s cheap at any price,’ Mr. Haden discussed 
many phases of the benefits to be derived 
from good roads and also revealed some start 
ling aspects of Georgia resources. : 

Mr. Haden cited a concrete example of 
the way in which a good highway increases 
the value of farm land by the fact that when 
the National highway was located through 
Houston county, farm lands, four miles back 
from the road actually doubled in value. 

He characterized Stone Mountain as one of 
the three wonder of the United States, the 
other two being Mammoth cave and Niagaru 
falls. “The only difference,” he said, “is 
that Niagara and the Mammoth cave have 
been exploited, and Stone mountain has not. 
The construction of a great highway by this 
mountain will do more to exploit it after the 
Confederate memorial is established than any- 
thing, and the mountain in turn will mean 
great things for the highway.”

Mr. Haden declared that there area great

Dr. Thornwell 
Jacobs, president of Oglethorpe university, 
was elected vice president, and the new ex- 
ecutive committee consists in J. C. Wood- 
ward, Miss Jessie Muse and Miss Sarah Con- 
verse. 

Mr. Kriegshaber suggested that it would 
be greatly to the advantage of the club and 
to the cause of education in Atlanta were 
the president of the club to become a member 
of the Atlanta Presidents’ club; but he point- 
ed out that under the by-laws of the latter 
organization, the president of no organiza- 
tion whose meetings are so far apart as 
are those of the Educators’ club is eligible 
for membership.

Miss Muse, speaking about the school of 
which she is principal, cited the great work 
which has been accomplished despite the 
handicap of an inadequate building and school 
facilities. For instance, she pointed out that 
it is impossible to maintain anything ap- 
proaching a comfortable temperature during 
the warm days owing to faulty, ventilation. 
During the last week, she said, the thermome- 
ters in the classrooms have stood at approxi- 
mately 90 degrees. And for the 1,100 girl 
students, she said, the building is equipped 
with only eight drinking fountains. She said. 
however, the —_ of the girls, especially 
in the domestic science department, has been 
excellent. 

“We want,” she said, “to place less.stress 
upon Latin, mathematics and similar studies, 
and to teach the girls more about themselves, 
their own bodies, how to keep well and how 
to become capable, efficient, home-loving 
housekeepers.”’

ON COTTON SITUATION 


New York, May 10.—(Special.)—When 
cotton was selling around the 12-cent level 
for July on the first day of this month no 
one could have imagined any reason except 


‘peace negotiations which would add 1 cent 
per pound to its value in ten days. Never- 
theless we have had the advance. It start- 
ed up because it was reported that the Ger- 
mans were about to sue for peace through 
President Wilson and the pope. After it 
had started a hungry speculative public 
who have been eager to sell stocks when 
peace came and to buy something that 
was to sure advance. All seemed to se- 
lect cotton, and so the advance continued. 
Others were drawn into the cotton market 
by the magnetism of its optimism and both 
the owners of spots an the owners of 
contracts withdrew from sale and a con- 
gested market resulted. 

Today the home secretary for England 
in a public address said: ‘‘There will be no 
peace until Germany is beaten. Our vic- 
tory must be decisive,” which remark is the 
oft-reiterated remark of not only the Eng- 
lish, but the French and the Russian as 
well, It was the publication of this remark 
that brought the selling of the last half 
hour of the day and caused a market which 
was at one time 24 points higher than yes- 
terday to close about 4 to 6 points lower 
than yesterday. Peacg@ rumors started the 
advance, but we are not altogether sure 
that rumors in an opposite direction will 
cause a similar decline at once. 

First the average speculator values his 
own ideas as to when peace will arrive, as 
he does the ideas of the home secretary, and 
second, some of the recently bought cotton 
was really bought by people who will still 
own it when peace does come. No disorder- 
ly decline need, therefore, be looked for, 
although we do think there is too much ac- 
tual cotton’ left over and too good a start 
for the new crop to justify anything like 
present levels at this time of the year. 
Bears have been whipped too badly and 
bulls are too arrogant to expect an im- 
mediate or complete reversal of opinion.
